Following a summons prepared and 
circulated by Mr. M. L. Gordon, the 
business men of the village and dis¬ 
trict assembled in the offices of Flood, 
Whicher & Elves at 4 p.m. last Thurs¬ 
day afternoon to discuss the advisa¬ 
bility of forming an association for 
fostering u spirit of co-operation and 
community good fellowship. 

The original idea, which was Iaud- 
- able in itself, was to form an associa¬ 
tion which would meet periodically, 
presumably once a month, the meet¬ 
ing taking the form of a luncheon, at 
which the members would be address¬ 
ed by some prominent speaker on va¬ 
rious topics of public interest. But 
the discussion that followed the pre¬ 
sentation of this idea clearly revealed 
a set of circumstances that have -been 
hindering the growth of the village ih 
art almost intangible manner, and it 
was unanimously agreed that an as¬ 
sociation, if formed at all, should be 
organized to combat this set of cir¬ 
cumstances with entertainment as a 
secondary consideration. It has been 
the general attitude<of the citizeAs to 
sort of make a hobby of their own in¬ 
dividual iiylprests to the utter exclu¬ 
sion of other interests. And this at¬ 
titude has resulted in a lot of imagin¬ 
ary spite fences being constructed 
which prevent even a glimpse of the 
beauty contained in a neighbor’s gar¬ 
den. Then, too, when interests con¬ 
flicted, instead of an amicable adjust¬ 
ment there was generally a lot of bad 
feeling resulting. Further, when it 
came to~the interest of the town as a 
‘unit, in such a matter as the Chau¬ 
tauqua, we presented an appearance 
like unto nothing so much as a disor¬ 
ganized mob unless a few v public 
spirited citizens, moved by the de¬ 
plorable spectacle we presented, offer- 
ed their services as the only means of 
relieving the situation. 

This is nothing but a lack of the 
get-together spirit—a lack of co- 
operation. We all have felt it at some 
time or other as was evidenced at the 
-meeting last Thursday, and on a show¬ 
ing of hands it was unanimously de¬ 
cided to form an association to pro-' 
mote co-operationramong all the busi¬ 
ness men of the district; to provide 
a certain amount of recreation; To 
look after the interests of the district 
generally in much the same manner 
as a Board of Trade and to see that 
Vulcan lives up to the reputation it 
has already built as one of the liwfTt- 
towns along the line. (

At Cassils, Alberta, 73 miles 
west of Medicine Hat, and 103 
miles east of Calgary, -.on the 
coast-to-eoast line of the CWfikdian 
Pacific Railway an area of land was 
taken up this year by a colony of 
Seventh Day Adventists from Wash¬ 
ington and Oregon. They certainly 
made up a splendid community. To 
my great surprise, most of them are 
taking up farming for the first time. 
There are professional men. business 
men, clerks, teachers, music teach¬ 
ers, nurses, mechanics, carpenters, 
and representatives of several lines 
of work. A desire for healthful oc¬ 
cupation, together with the neces¬ 
sary ambition to make money, has 
led them to settle In this country 

The climate is delightful, the in¬ 
tense heat being usually tempered 
by cooling • breezes. Though the 
summers are short, the long day¬ 
light hours with continuous sun¬ 
shine, force the crop to early ma¬ 
turity. 

I have seen thousands of' sheep 
grazing in the prairies, the huge 
herds of cattle and horses rang¬ 
ing everywhere and the golden 
harvests as far as the eye could 
reach. Huge tractors do all the 
heavy work. 

On account of the drought this 
year, the crops on dry land In this 
section have been almost a total fail¬ 
ure. But on the Irrigated land, 
they have surpassed all expectations. 
This particular community has just 
been holding its agricultural fail at 
Brooks, six miles east of here. The 
exhibit of cattle, horses, sheep, 
grains, alfalfa and vegetables was 
certainly far at^ve the average. J’tns 
Is especially surprising, as it repre¬ 
sents the*fTrtt attempt at farming in 
this section of the country 

The water supply for Irrigating 
canals here comes from the Rock¬ 
ies. about 150 miles west through 
the Bow River. At Bassano there 
Is an Immense dam, costing three 
and one-half millions, “From this 
dam, the water la conveyed through 
Urce main canals to (fee sssaller 


ones. Bach quarter sect’onr'has a 
headgate or weir where the water is 
measured to the farmer. Then the 
fanner has to build a main ditch 
with many laterals, to get the water 
spread over his' land. The '‘ditch- 
riders" regulate tbe amount of watet 
that each farmer shall have. They 
oversee six miles of ditch. The 
farmeT pays the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment $1.25-an acre per year for the 
use of the water. 

The flume at Brooks, a great piece 
of engineering work. Is about four 
miles long and 300 feet high It 
carries the water from one hill to 
the other, a distance of about four 
miles The structure of re-enforc 
cd concrete cost over two million 
dollars. Over twenty millions have 
been spent on this Irrigation system 
and as much again will be spent be¬ 
fore it is completed. 

A short distance east of Cassils Is 
the soldier colony; 50 ready-made 
farms fenced, with necessary build 
Ings. and 50 acres of land broken 
Thant farms am told to returned 


soldiers on long term easy payments. 
To the south Is Taylor s sheep ranch 
vhere they have over 23,000 head of 
heep. This Is only one of the 
uany large sheep ranches in this . 
-clion. Near Brooks is the farm 

(■longing to the Duke of Sutherland 
a farm of 7,600 acres. This year 
bey have 3,000 acres In wheat, and 
00 acres in alfalfa. Some of the 
ind produced 3(6 tons of alfalfa to 
!u* acre. They have had three cut- 
ngs this year. There is so little 
aiq, here that there Is no difficulty 
n curing the hay Twelve miles 
iouth of here is Ijike Newel, tho 
fishing ground for everybody. Wher¬ 
ever there Is any water, there are 
'housendis of ducks and geese. The 
duck hunting season has just open- 
,d and we have been well supplied. 

Flax Is a good crop. The seed 
is used .for ilnseed oil, the stalk, 
which Is very tough, for linen fiber. 
It now brings $4.92 a bushel. Wheat 
and oats are usually put In for tba 
first crop.

emplacement was reached. Rising 
suddenly to his feet he charged 
down on the astonished Germans, 
and killed four of the gun crew before 
they could recover from their sur¬ 
prise. The remainder fled in terror, 
but their flight was soon cut short 
when Robertson seized *he abandon¬ 
ed gun. screwed it around and poured 
a hail of bullets upon the backs of 
ufie fast disappearing enemy. Sev¬ 
eral of them fell victims to their 
own weapon ard others were caught 
by our shells.

He used it very 
effectively to keep down the fire of 
German machine guns and sniperB, 
while his platoon Consolidated the 
new position. Later in the day 
when two or our «nipers who 
ventured In front of our lines were 
wounded Robertson volunteered to 
bring them in. He went into the 
opefe. although exposed to a heavy 
enemy Are, lifted one man on his 
back and carried him safely to the

It fell to the lot of a C.P Ift 
ngineer Pte. John Peter Robert- 
.on to win the much coveted Vic- 
oria Cross at Passchendae’e. 
lobertson enlisted at Lethbridge 
vlth the 175th and was an engineer 
>n that division. He was better 
mown as "Pete” to his Letrbrldge 
rlenda. He was born In Plctou, Nova 
Icotia. but lived most of his life in 
ledicine Hat with his mother, Mrs. 
Alex. Robertson. 

Robertson was aged thirty-four, 
won his distinction in connection 
with operations at Passchendaele, 
November 6, 1917. Details came 
through authoritative channels that 
luring his battalion’s attack Robert¬ 
son's platoon wag held up by uncut 
wire two hundred yards from the 
final objective. Our guns were

Major-General Currie, the famous 
Canadian general who was on his way 
home to the coast after years of bril¬ 
liant service to the Empire, spent a 
day in Calgary, the honored guest of 
the city. 

Five nominations for three vacan¬ 
cies ion the village council of Cham¬ 
pion were made Monday. These are 
P. Hummell, J. N. Baubier, J. F. Cas¬ 
sidy, Geo. H. Mark and Charles Mc¬ 
Lean. The latter, now reeve, is the 
only retiring member to stand again. 

Rev. William Irvine, of Calvary, 
who has been the chief mouthpiece of 
the Non-Partisan League and the edi¬ 
tor of the non-partisan paper has 
resigned from the Unitarian Church to 
devote his entire energies to the edit¬ 
ing of tho-Western Independent, the 
organ of the Farmers Political Asso¬ 
ciation for Alberta. Mr. Irvine is well 
known in the district having spoken 
here on several occasions. 

Illinois Agricultural Association in¬ 
vestigation showed the farmer gets 42 
cents on every dollar paid by average 
consumer for meat, milk, bread and 
potatoes.

In the Provincial Police Court, on 
the 5th inat., Walter Taylor, of Reid 
Hill, appeared before Mr. J. A. Lind¬ 
say, J.P., charged with committing an 
assault on the person of Ferdinand 
Bennett by striking him on the head 
and face wit)» a chain. Taylor plead¬ 
ed nSt-guRfy to the charge and was 
represented by Mr. Spankie, solicitor 
of High River. The prosecution was 
conducted by Mg. ft. J. Maher, solici¬ 
tor, of Vulcan. Evidence for the pro¬ 
secution went to show that the com¬ 
plainant was a farmer living in the 
Reid Hill district He had occasion to 
complain about certain boys tamper¬ 
ing with his machinery. The day be¬ 
fore the assault took place he stopped 
Taylor’s two boys on the road as they 
were on their way home from school 
and told them they would have .toi 
clean out' the filth they had put in 
the tool box of his engine. One of 
the boys denied the act, while the oth¬ 
er did not either admit or deny it, but 
promptly set to work to clean the tool 
box. Complainant then called the 
boys “little hoodlums” and warned, 
them to keep off his premises. The 
next day, November 28, the accused, 
Taylor, went to Bennett’s farm, and 
when Bennett came out, asked him 
what he had been saying to the- boys 
and that he had no right to call them 
bad names. Accused thereupon struck 
Bennett with a halter chain which he 
was hiding behind him. The 
caught Bennett on the face, breaking 
his glasses, and as he rushed at the 
accused to prevent a repetition of the 
offence, he was struck again with the 
chain on the head, causing several 
cuts which bled freely. They both 
struggled, and finally Bemrett gained 
possession of the chain. 

• The witness was cross-examined at 
great length by counsel for the de¬ 
fence. The next witness was Dr. G. 
M. Carson, of Vulcan, who testified 
that he had dressed the wounds of the 
complainant which consisted of six 
cuts on the scalp and face which might 
have been caused by the chain produc¬ 
ed'. The wounds were not of a serious 
nature. 

Mrs. Sims testified that she was the 
complainant’s housekeeper and that 
she saw the accused at Bennett’s 
place at the time in question when she 
came out of the house in response to 
a call from Bennett.

As soon as he got to Ben¬ 
nett’s place and told him what he had 
come for, Bennett insulted him, and 
coming towards him threw off his cap 
and glasses, saying:- “I’ll fix you.” 
Taylor then reached down into the 
sleigh and picked up the chain and got 
in first bl.ow. They struggled on the 
ground for some time and finally Ben¬ 
nett got possession of the chain. Sev¬ 
eral of Taylor’s neighbors gave evi¬ 
dence as to his good character and re¬ 
putation in the district which conclud¬ 
ed the case for the defence. 

In summing up, His Worship took 
into consideration the fact that the ac¬ 
cused’s neighbors had spoken so fav¬ 
orably in his behalf. 

Accused was found guilty of the 
charge laid against him and ordered 
to pay a fine of $10 and cost of court.

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AN APPEAL FOR HELP 


SEEKING THE CAUSE 


To the Drought Stricken Areas' of 
Southern Alberta. A Chance to 
Do Some Real “Home” Mis¬ 
sionary Work 


In view of the tremendous wheat 
crop in the "United States in 1919 it 
seems surprising that there should be 
so high a price quoted on the Minne¬ 
apolis market for No. 1 hard. Under 
ordinary conditions, with so large a 
crop as the States had this year this 
apparent scarcity of high-grade wheat 
would not be noticeable. That it is a 
real scarcity is vouched for by the 
Northwestern Miller. There is no 
great quantity of such wl^EQeld in 
storage. 

The same authority finds a reason 
for the scarcity in its resume of the 
flour market. From all parts, it says, 
the reports are agreed as to the Qni- 
willingness of buyers to take anything 
but the most expensive grades; and, of 
course, the lack of any adequate mar¬ 
ket for clears, even at a price far be¬ 
low their relative value, is one impor¬ 
tant cause for the high price of the 
patent, grades. Short patents at Min¬ 
neapolis have been bringing $13.50. 
First clears are being quoted around 
$8.76. 

The conclusion reached by this, au¬ 
thority is that the same disregard of 
cost which has turned so much of the 
talk about the hi^h cost of living into 
an absurdity is manifesting itself in 
the demand for the most expensive 
grades of flour. Southeast points re¬ 
port that owing to the high price re¬ 
ceived for cotton and the general pros¬ 
perity resulting therefrom, thousands 
of people are today buying the best 
grades of whCat flour who, in the 
previous years hardly ate wheat pro¬ 
ducts at all. In other words, the peo¬ 
ple are themselves to blame for the 
high cost of living because they insist 
upon living high. 

The Miller concludes its story as 
follows: “In general, the situation in 
the flour market is frankly unreason¬ 
able. The millers want to dispose of 
their clears, and can find no market 
for them; the Grain Corporation un¬ 
dertakes to release a large quantity of 
wheat, and it has no appar^it effect 
on the market; with a large crop and 
by no means inordinate exports to 
date, good milling wheat is exception-' 
ally hard to get It is strange to 
think that, only a few months ago, 
every one was wondering what would 
happen when the price of wheat drop¬ 
ped far below the government guar¬ 
anty. The farmer, however, is probab¬ 
ly not troubled even by the memory of 
such wondering as he may once have 
done.”

I note the above remark and others 
in the Canadian press and wish to 
correct a wrong impression that 
seems to exist in some quarter?.

have been no trouble at all over the 
Treaty and it would have been ratified 
long agp. 

This country supported Wilson to a 
man during the war, but now that it 
is over we are looking after our own 
interests and not thinking about Wil¬ 
son’s personal ambitions. 

The Senate did the proper thing, 
and if my observations are correct, if 
the questions were brought to a vote 
today Wilson would get the surprise 
of his life. 

America wants the Treaties and 
League of Nations—but we want to 
have something to say about it..
